There is much saiil and mote written about the antagonism be­ 
tween labor and capital, one party complaining that the employ er 
(capitalist) is crowding and overworking the laborer who is at “the 
ttie employ er's men y " while the other party complains that the la­ 
borer is all the lirne try ing to control the employ er’s business. 
That a fair understanding of Die situation would go lar towards 
sohing the problem is (piite certain, hut where shall we begirt? 
Probably moo employ ers have had to face a situation somewhat 
like this: 
The workman tells the employ er that "lie don’t think lie is getting 
so much as he earns" and seems considerably surprised when he is 
told that it is, probably , the fact., and that if he can’t earn more than 
the eighteen dollars a week that he gets, he must accept less or the 
employ er will soon 
g o broke aud then he must hunt another job. The 
trouble in this case is that the workman thinks he ought to have the 
wh o le product of his labor, which any one ought to he able to see is 
impossible unless the workman can furnish both the labor and the 
necessary capital, then he can have the total product.” 
A large majority of men who enter the commercial or the 
manufacturing business fail to make a success iu either line, and 
the most common cause of failure is not lack of money (capital) but 
the fact that in "going into business’ they had mistaken their "call­ 
ing.” 
Of the few who “make good” in the manufacturing of commercial 
business, most ot them have labeled with both hand aud brain and 
have put in more hours at it than the employ ee is required to do. 
I might have been a Preacher or a Lawy er, in which case the 
country would have been 
lo n g on 
Po o r Preachers or Lawy ers aud 
short on 
Go o d Tin n e rs. 
A fair understanding of the situation by both employ ee aud em­ 
ploy er may help to solve tbe problem aud recent eveuts may con­ 
tribute somewhat to that long desired eud.
